From present indieations, it seems highly
probable that the Republicans will Insist upon
pontinuing the poext session of the Fortleth
Congress until the 4th of March, 1850, Nearly
all the Republican wmembers who have lately
yisited Washington coneur in this opinion,

Politionl Addreasn,

The anddress of the Conservative Army and
Navy Union of this city, to the honorubly dis-
churged soldlers and sallors, was promulgated
to-day. Itsturls out wilth an appeal for the
Counstitution, which they argue is lmperilled by
the vindictive and unconstitutiounl lezidlation
of Uongress.

The addreas opposes negro sufleage, anod
calls upon the Union soldiers to resist, by all
lawful means, this aggression upon thelir rights
fis white freemen. It aidvocates tho payuient of
the Government bonds In greenbacks, and
asseris that the nch bondholders are untaxad,
and live in luxury, while the poor soldiers are
reduced lo meninls for thelr pecunlary advance-
ment. It eays the loan to the Government was
{n currency, and currency should be good
enough to pay for snch a loan,

It also denounces the sumptuary laws passed
by radicals in several Stutes, and calls upon thelr
Irish and German comrades to assist in op.
posing suoh lawe, to the end that their private
liberties may be respected and their nocient
customs enjoyed. It nccuses the Senale of poli
ticsl proseriptinnin rejecting sotdiers avpointed
to oflice by the Executive, aud recommends
the formation of Constitutional Uniow Clubs
tbroughout the country, sud reiterstes thelir
steadiast conlidence in President Johnson in
his herculean ctforis 1o behalt of the Constitu-
tiow.

1t closes with the following resolution:—

Fegolved, That we deem it the duty ol our
comrades and kindred orfeanizations to put for-
ward and press the clatms of disabled soldiers
and sailors for elective positions;, ns well as
Federnl offices, when such persous are found
qualided to perform the dnties for which they
mny be applicants; and that we urge the pro-
priety of their exerbing an influence Lo secure
the nomination for office 'n eviry cise ol men
who bave besn earaest sappuorters of the lale
way for the Unlen.
